Tue President’s message s well
ceived in England If we judge by
following extracts :

The Daily News, commentiog on Mr,
Hayes' message, says: **The message
deals principally with the questions of
the pacification of the country and the
resumption of specie payments and on
both these subjects My, Hayes expresses
himself with good semse and good feel-
ing.”

The Fimes snys: ** Mr. Ilayes has not
disappointed expectation. His messnge
gives no uncertain sound on the subject
of ourrency legislation.”

The Daily Telegraph says: * Not-
withstanding the discouragement with
which My, Hayes has been met, the pru-
dent and firm position he has nssumed in
his message insures him the gupport of
the wisest and best portion of his coun-
trymen,”’

President Hayes' Message.

President Hayes sent his first mes-
sage to Congress shortly after noon on
Monday. He congratulates the country
upon its bountiful harvests and makes
an appeal to Congreéss to unite in an ear-
nest attempt to seoure a permanent pael-
fication of the whole country. The fol.
lowing is an abstract of the suggestions
made in the message.

The first subject that receives his nt-
tention is his southern policy. e jus-
tifles his action in removing the troops
from the State House in Columbia and
Now Orleans on the ground of right,
necessity and constitutionality. Of the
effect of his Southern policy, the Presi-
dent says, thatas faras he can now
Judge, it has been good; the Southern
Btates are quicter and more prosperons
than before: oreditis better; industries
are more thriving ; especially is there an
absence of those acts af violence which
befare were o common. And while he
does not defend his policy, he seems to
take pride in calling sttention to what
he considers ils success,

The curreney question recelves conshd-
ernble attention, He speaks of the re-
stmption of epecie puyments as a mat-
ter of the grentest and most general tm-
portanes to the people of the country,
and necessary for the purpose of bring-
ing our fnternul and foreign commerce
into harmony with that of the rest of
the world.

After n most anxious and careful ex-
amination. the President declares him-
self as more than ever confirmed in the
apinion he expressed In his letter of ae-
ceptance and in his inaugural address,
that the policy of resumption shauld be
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pursned by every sultable means, and
that no legislation that would retard or
postpone it ought to be enacted. He be-
lleves that any wavering In purpose, or
unsteadiness In methods, lnstend of re-
leving the country from any of the in-
conveniences attendant upon a return
to specie payment wonld only nggravate
and prolong the distress nlready caused
by an irredeemable paper currency, and
end in serious disaster and dishonor.

The President refers to the report of
the Becrelory of the Treasury and says:
If Congress was favorable to resumption
and rendy to assist the Administration
in bringing about the specie payments,
gome addittonal laws would be asked
for; but asit s, the President sagrees
with the Secretary (hat resumption can
be effected under the present Inws by
January 1, 1879, and algo agrees to the
wisdom of the policy of not nsking for
further legislation, The Secretary also
holds that the resumption act of 18756
does not requirve the eancellntion and de-
stroction of the £300,000,000 of United
States notes which remnin after the vol-
ume of the greenbaek currency hns been
reduced to that point, and that it may
be left in eirculation for & while, being
always exchangeable, of course, atthe
gub-trensuries for gold coin. He holds
the ground that both silver and gold
ought to be ulllized in the currency of
the country: but he does not agree with
those who would undertake to legislate
that 80 or 92 cents worth of silver shall
pass or be receivable in the place of 100
cents worth of gold. The publie debt of
the country was contracted in the money
of the world and with the understanding
that it should be paid, principal and in-
terest, in money of this kind. Ie
does not, therefore, favor any legislation
that would force the creditors of the
United States to recelve in payment of
what iz due them, any silver cutrency
worth less than par in gold,

Although the President is in favor of
making silver a liberal subsidiary coin,
with a legal-tender limit somewhat
greater than at present, he isnot in favor
of muking it an unlimited legal-tender.

He states his opposition to any propo-
sition that Congreas shall exercise the
power given to it by the Constitution to
coln money and regulate the value there-
of in such a way as to swindle people.
His remarks on this suhject will meet
very general approval, as they have the
ring of true metnl

Upon the question of eivil serviee re.
form the President relterates the opin-
fons expressed in s inaugural address,
He makes no reference to the gontrover-
sy that has arisen between the Senate
and the Executive over the subject of
appointments, nor is there anything in
the meszsage which evinees n disposition
by the President to gquarrel with the
Renate or to Interfere with the widest
exorcise by that bedy of the prerogatives
which belong to it,  While that portion
of the message which relutes to clvil ser-
vice reform s uneguivoeal in s lan-
ruage, the subject is not given as much
prominenceas might have been expected,

Of pubjects connected with the foreign
relutions of the United States the Mexi-
can border question is naturally given
the most attention. The condition of
nflairs on the Rio Gmnde frohtier, ns
shown by official reports received by the
Administration is briefly deseribed ; and
the considerations which led to the order
to the commanders of United BStates
troops to eross the river when in full
pursuit of raiders, and punish them on
Mexican soil, are recited.

While the President recognizes the
delicacy of the position assumed by the
Government by the issue of that order,
and is not unmindful of the faet that it
may lead to serious international com-
plications, he defends it on the ground
that in no other way could {he lives and
property of our citizens be protected, He
disclaims any intention or desire, to pro.
voke hostilitica with the Mexiean Re-
publie.

The affuirs of the War, Navy and Post
Office departiments are not treated of at
muoch length in the message, The recom-
mendations of the honds of these depart-
nients are generally approved,

The 'resident does not think the ag-
gregate of taxes should be {nereased, but
thinks thal amendments to the lnws
should be made. He says:—* A tax on
ten and coffee s ghown ULy the experl-
eng¢e, not only of onr own country, but
of other countries, to be easily eollooted
without logs by undervaluation or fraud,
and Inrgely borne in the country of pro.
duetion. A tax of ten cents per pound
on tea and two centsa pound on coflie
would produce a revenue exceeding 812,
000,000 and thus epable Congress to re-
peal o mullitade of annoying taxes
yielding a revenue not exceeding that
sumni,

In treating of the sublects which come
under the jurisdiction of the Interior
Department deserved promluenes i giv.
en in the message to the Indinn guestion.
The necessity of keeping good fulth with
the Indians Is strongly emphasized,

The first step toward clvilizing the Tu-
dinns  recommended s the, discournge-
went of hunting by allowing to them

only a llmited supply of arms and am.
munition and persuading them to ex-
change thelr ponies for eattle. This, 1t
I8 belleved, will destroy or subdue their
wirlike spirit. As fust as the Indinns
give up hunting the President thinks
they should be placed on a smaller num-
ber of reservations and tanght sgrieul-
ture and eattle mising: In tesching
them the arts of peace, attention shounld
be palit to the naturnl tastes of the In-
diang, and those who prefer eattle rals.
Ing to farming should be allowed fto
choose thelr ocoupation, For the pro-
tection of the Indiane the extension of
the jurisdiction of the United Btates
Courts and an  Tndian police composed
of Indlans areé recommended,

The compulsory education of Indinn
oblldren Is also recommended. The
farms supported by the Government,
the Prestdent says, should be used for
the instruction of yonth in the schools,
and the farmers should visit the farms
mannged by the Indians themselvea and
give them the ndvice they need. On the
reservations Indian labor anlone is rec-
ommended, The investigations into the
conduct of Indinn aftkirs which have
been made by the preésent Becretary of
the Interior are referred to and the good
results of them mentloned, Leglslation
providing for the more certain discovery
and prevention of abuses in the Indian
Service is oalled for,

In the paragraphs of the message de.
voted to the District of Columbia the
President recommmends liberal approprin-
tions for proper improvements. He be-
lleves Washington should be something
more than a politieal centre, and he
favors the estublishment of a national
university al the eapital, endowed with
suflicient funds to enable it to become
the leading eollege of learning in the
country.

Tie nerort of the Beoretary of the
Treasury s a strong document. His
remarks upon resumption and upon the
proposal to make silver a legal tender
are in perfectaccord with the sugges-
tions made In the President’s mesaage.
His appeal for the Resumption nct could
hardly be stronger. He shows conelu-
aively that the course of trade, the buol-
Hon movement, and the increase of
exports, has been constantly progressive
since he first began to prepare for the
enforcement of the act, MHe asks for
some legislation relative to the status of
legal-tenders after the day of resumption
and is in favor of the retention of a
vconsiderable amount always in cireuln-
tion as an assistance to the banks. He
believes the present system the best yet
devised, and has no doubt that the banks
ean be rendy for resumption whenever
the government is.  He does not yob re-
commend any decrense of bank taxation.
On the silver question the report is full
and explieit, The eoinage of the wold
sllver dollar is recommended, but only
a8 o token with limited legal-téender for
account of the United Btates alone, and
alwayvs redeemable in gold. The un-
Hmited issue of subsidiary coinoge is
nlso favored,
